Welcome pleaded guilty to having 
murdered Mrs. Mary McLean, March

It was shown that he forced his wife 
to become a “white slave” and shot 
her for refusing to gtve him money 
Mrs. McLean was shot and killed while 
attempting to save Mrs. Welcome. 

In sentencing Welcome, Judge Kava- 
nagh said: ‘‘We'lcome, you committed a 
terrible crime; your punishment fs to be 
more terrible still.. 

“The instinctive, unreasoning horror 
of mankind regards death as a severe 
punishment. This idea is not correct.

He vetoed a bill authorizing 
the company to charge an ow! fare of 10 
cents. It also is claimed for him that 
he compelled the company to agree to 
build four miles of track a year, and 
furnish free of all cost to the city a 
boulevard to Swope Park, a distance of 
five and one-half miles. 

Reduced Light Rate. 

The further claim for Reed is made 
that he forced the electric light com- 
pany to reduce its rate to the city from 
$110 a year to $65; forced a reduction of 
telephone rates by admitting a rival 
company into Kansas City, and after his 
retirement from office, by means of in- 
junctions, hammered down the price of 
natural gas from 50 cents to 25 cents a 
thousand cubic feet, and as the ‘legal 
representative of the shippers partici- 
pated in a fight that resulted in the rail- 
roads agreeing to build a terminal sys- 
tem open forever to all railroads, and 
be | barring the railroads from creating a 
switching monopoly. 

Object to Peace Agreement. 

There. is one objection that Reed's 
critics make to the so-called peace 
agreement between Kansas City and the 
street railway corporation. They say the 
provision requiring the city .to pay the 
company’s taxes out of the 8 per cent 
of gross receipts puts the city in the 
attitude of trying to keep the company’s 
taxes down in order to increase its own 
revenue. 

Reed forced a reorganization of the 
street railways’ management at the time 
the peace agreement was made. Ber-' 
nard Corrigan was made president. Reed 
and Corrigan subsequently became per- 
sonal and political friends. Reed en- 
tered the campaign for Governor against 
Joseph W. Folk in 1904,* but withdrew 
after Folk had shown unusual strength 
throughout the State. 

After withdrawing from the race for 
Governor, Reed resumed his law prac- 
tice in Kansas City as the senior mem- 
ber of the law firm of Reed, Atwood, 
Yates, Mastin & Harvey. . 

Fought Folk, Then Helped Him. 

- Reed fought Folk until the peace con- 
ference among Democrats was held at 
Kansas City last winter. Subsequently

The fran- 
chises under which it is now operating 
do not expire until 1925, so that alto- 
gether the extension asked for covered 
a period of 42 years. The city charter 
of Kansas City requires that all fran- 
chises for more than 30 years must. be 
ratified by a vote of the people before 
they become a law. 

The Democratic administration passed 
the extension franchise, and it was re- 
ferred to the people for approval or 
disapproval. To the extent that the 
franchise had been passed by the Dem- 
ocratic administration it was a Demo- 
cratic measure. The Republican organi- 
zation fought the franchise. The fight 
was the bitterest in Kansas City for 
years, and party lines were to a con- 
siderable extent obliterated. 

Fought for Franchise. 

Reed’s championship of the Metro- 
politan franchise extension is regarded 
by his political opponents and critics as 
inconsistent with his record as Mayor. 
He made an open fight for the franchise 
extension, and was the leading speaker 
in its behalf at many meetings. 

Advocated Franchise. 

He prefaéed his speeches with the 
statement his law firm was employed 
by the Metropolitan Street Railway Co. 
to defend a certain class of damage 
suits, but he insisted that he’ was not 
advocating the franchise extensions on 
that account, bute because ‘he: believed 
the proposition offered by the company 
was a good one for the people. He said 
the adoption of the ordinance extending 
the franchises would give Kansas City 


a 4-cent street car fare, which could not. 


otherwise be obtained until 1925. 

Reed’s principal argument in behalf 
of the franchise extension was that the 
t-cent fare would save the people of 
Kansas City at leasf $1,000,000 annually. 
The amount saved, he said, would tn- 
crease from year to year and would 
reagh considerably more than $16,000,000 
during the life of the present franchises. 
He contended, also, that the franchise 
fully protected the interests of the city, 
and gave it tne absolute right to regu- 
late the fares of the street railway com- 
pany every two years after 1925.

“Forget the past, get together, and take 
the tariff out of politics by the tariff 
commission method.’’ How Cannon and 
other troublesome personalities are to 
be disposed of, he did not suggest, nor 
did he mention or allude to President 
Taft. 

If the present tariff and previous ones 
have been unsatisfactory, he argued, it 
is not because the tariff principle is 
wrong, but because they have been made 
by a process of swapping between dif- 
ferent sections and interests. Any new 
tariff made in the same way will have 
the same faults. 

Music “Warms Up” Crowds. 

Twelve thousand persons, a large part 
of whom wore badges of one kind or 
another distributed by the Republican 
City Committee, filled the Coliseum. 
Considering that every seat in the 
building was available; the gathering 
was probably the largest ever seen 
there. ; 

In every seat a flag had been placed, 

and the flag waving which greeted 
Roosevelt and Gov. Hadley made a not- 
able spectacle. Twice it broke out, and 
was almost as long continued as the 
derhonstrations at national: conventions. 
Band and glee club music helped in 
warming up the crowd, and the result 
was a rare display of enthusiasm. 
. When the ex-Presideht opened his 
speech by thanking Missouri Republic- 
ans for giving him the State’s electora} 
vote in 1904, there were cries of ‘We'll 
Go it again!” which made the speaker 
grin to the full extent of his well-known 
dental luminosity. When he praised 
Hadley, who had just before had an 
ovation of his own, there was another 
outburst. 

He then talked about the New York 
State campaign, terming the Democratic 
party of that State ‘‘an unholy alliance 
between Wall street and Tammany Hal] 
—enough to make Jackson and Benton 
turn over in their graves.’’ He brought 
a laugh by the assertion that “the Wall 
street Democracy is more sensitive to 
the pocket nerve than to any abstract 
principle.’’ He said lobbyists and cor- 
poration agents were in control of the 
New York Democracy, and declared H® 
had reason to be'ieve the same was true 
of the Democracy of Missouri. He 
quoted approvingly an article he had 
read which said that more of the real 
leaders of Missouri Democracy were 
to be found in the lobby at Jefferson 
City than in either house of the Legis- 
lature. 

Attitude on the Tariff. 

Then came another explanation o7 the 
New Nationalism, which he had ‘talked 
about to business men earlier in the 
day. This led to the tariff. 

The Democrats at one time had an op- 
portunity to make political capital out 
of the Republican attitude on the tariff, 
Roosevelt said, but they had failed to 
take advantage of their opportunity and 
now it had passed. All Republicans, he 
said, agreed on the need for a protec- 
tive tariff which should substantially 
equalize the cost of production here and 
abroad. Free trade and tariff for reve- 
nue only, he declared to be dead doc- 
trines. 

“Now,’’ said Roosevelt, ‘“‘the question 
that has sundered, though I do not 
think it. now sunders, the members of 
the Republiccxn party, is how to achieve 
the purpose of protection, measured by 
the differences in the cost of production 
here and abroad. 

“I am not going to discuss the past. 
I want people to turn their eyes toward 
the future. I belleve we can all agree 
ae to the policy to be pursued in ‘ho 
future, and I think that the surest way 
to prevent that agreement is to indulge 
in useless recriminations about the 
past. 


Refers te Log 
“It seems to me, and is a think that 


more and more it seems to the major- 
ity of the people of this country, that 
the methods hitherto obtaining in the 
making of tariffs for many years past 
are ineffective in correctly and justly 
applying the protective principle. ! 
think that those methods inevitabls 
tend to create a pressure of special 
interests local and otherwise, that ma‘xe 
it almost impossible to avold log roll- 
ing and favoritism. 

“Therefore, we feel that there should 
be a tariff commission composed cf 
impartial experts, amply equipped for 
obtaining, not merely from the stats- 
merits of interested parties, but by such 
investigation as will satisfy them that 
the facts dre accurate, Information that 
will enable Congress in each given case 
as that given case {s brought un, 
te establish the meagure of protection

SAFE FOR TIME 
BUT-NCED FOOD 


Scores of Homeless Men, 
Women and Children Sleep 
in the C’- *n Beside River. 


|Gpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 


WINNIPHG, Man., Oct. 12.—Scores of 
homeless men, women and children 
slept in the open at Rainy River last 
night. That town is now so full of 
refugees from the fire that there is 
no room to give them cover. There is 
no immediate danger of famine now, 
as relief trains have arrived with pro- 


‘visions sufficient for several days, but 


aid is being urgently asked for. Whut 
is wanted is food and clothing; there 
is no use for money. 

Two of the carloads of provisions re- 


ceived at Rainy River came from Vir- 


ginia, Minn., in charge of Alderman 
Boylar and A. H. Heritage. Two oth- 
ers came from Duluth im charge of 
Mayor M. B. Cullom and Col. F. C. 
Reisch. Fort Frances, Ontario, sent 
The fire now is under control at 
Rainy River and International Falls, 
and the work of feeding, clothing and 


|housing the refugees is occupying the 


attention of all. 

J. A. Mathieu, manager of thé Rainy 
River Lumber Co., estimates that. 19% 
lives have been lost in that district 
alone, and he puts the financial loss 
at $5,000,000. There are 30 dead in the 
morgue there, and many more have 
been sent to Duluth. 

Between Rainy River and Warroad 
the rangers could have found: 139 bodies. 
Of 90 brought in. only 6 could be iden- 
tified. 

The great heat still prevents the rang- 
ers from making much progress. The 
fires are still in sight from Rainy River 
to the east and southeast. 

Robert McInnes, who escapéd at Rap- 
id River by taking refuge in the stream, 
said today: 

“As I lay in the water witk eae blanket 
over my head the gale carried stones 
with it in the air. Many of them struck 
me on the head and wounded me. I 
prayed that I might die.”

THE COLORADO DEAL. 

The resolution adopted by 31 out of 93 living 
World’s Fair directors in defense of Ex-Gov. 
Francis is an amazing document. It denounces 
as absolutely false a statement of the Post-Dis- 
patch which the report of their own investigat- 
ing committee affirmed and verified from the 
records of the Louisiana Purchase Exposition. 
It ignores Completely the essential point in the 
question with regard to the Colorado deal sub- 
mitted to the ex-Governor. That is the ques- 
tion relating to his profit of oyer $1,000,000 in 
the sale of the Colorado Railroad to the Rock 
Island while it had an exclusive privilege of 
switching in and out of the World’s Fair grounds. 

The report of Director of Works Taylor and 
Secretary Stevens, compiled from the records of 
the World’s Fair, proves that the Colorado Rail- 
road, owned by David R. Francis, President and 
Chairman of the Executive Committee, and John 
Scullin, member of the Executive Committee of 
the Exposition, was given an exclusive switch- 
ing privilege in and out of the World’s Fair 
grounds. It proves from the records that the 
Colorado ‘Railroad built terminals inside the 
grounds and that these terminals were purchased 
from Méssrs. Francis and Scullin by the Exposi- 
tion company. It affirms the statement that 
while the Colorado possessed its exclusive switch- 
ing privilege to the World’s Fair grounds it was 
sold to the Rock Island, which in turn enjoyed 
the privilege from April to August, 1902. This 
ig the basis of the Post- ‘Dispatch question. All 
‘else in the report is irr elevant. 

Let us stick to the point which should be 
clear in the public mind. We have not charged 
ex-Goy. Francis with taking or receiving a cent 
that belonged to the treasury of the Exposition. 
We have not charged him with grafting. We 
have not charged that he made profits through 
the operation of World’s Fair terminals. The 
question we asked’ Mr. Francis and our only 
utterance covering his connection with the Colo- 
rado transaction, before the meeting of World’s 
Fair directors, was based upon a statement of 
the ex-Governor that he had received no com- 
.| pensation, direct or indirect, for his World’s 
Fair work. This was the question: 

How do you reconcile that statement with the 
fact that you had a half interest in the Colorado 
Bailroad, which had a monopoly of switching and 
hauling all the freight in and out of the World’s 
Fair grounds; that you sold this interest at a profit 
of more than $1,000,000 to the Rock Island, taking 
stock to the amount of $1,750,000 in that railroad 
which then acquired the Colorado’s World’s Fair 
monopoly privilege? 

In reply to the denunciatory resolution of 
World’s Fair directors, in justification of our 
question and as a part of ex-Gov. Francis’ record 
bearing on the question of his fitness for the 
United States Senate, we have published the 
plain facts of the Colorado deal. In this state- 
ment we have merely filled in figures, dates and 
other details of the transaction. 

The facts are that Messrs. Francis and Scullin 
bought the Colorado Railroad nine months be- 
fore the selection of Forest Park as the World’s 
Fair site, and sold it ten months afterwards. 
The Louisiana Purchase Exposition gave the 
Colorado an exclusive switching privilege in and 
out of the Exposition grounds, while Mr. Francis 
was President and Chairman of the Executive 
Committee and Mr. Scullin was a member of the 
Executive Committee. Mr. Scullin was President 
of the Colorado and Mr. Francis was half owner 
of the road. Five weeks after the first car was 
switehed into the Exposition grounds with the 
Colorado in possession of its exclusive switching 
privilege, it was sold to the Rock Island.’ The 
price paid for the Colorado by Messrs. Francis 
and Scullin was about $480,000. The price paid 
them for the road by the Rock Island within 18 
months was, according to Mr. Scullin’s sworn 
testimony in the Wann case, $4,250,000. Accord- 
ing to the testimony d? Mr. William B. Leeds, 
then of the Rock Island, it was $4,400,000. Part 
of this sale price was paid in 20,000 shares of 
Rock Island stock at $175 a share, giving Mr. 
Francis and Mr. Scullin each an interest in the 
Rock Island of $1,750,000. Mr, Leeds testified 


that $900,000 was pafd in cash. 


The terminals built by the Colorado in the 
World’s Fair grounds were .sold by Messrs. 
Francis and Scullin to the Exposition com- 
other than the 
Rock Island, demanded and were given. connec- 
tions with these terminals.

I have been much interested in reading your 
paper about certain people, especially in Pike 
County, getting back from the Black Plains of 
Canada. My lega] residence is Minneapolis, Minn., 
where I spend one-half my time, the other half 
in St. Louis. I have lived in Minnesota for the 
past 28 years; consequently I hear a great deal 
of Canada. For fear some misguided individual 
wants to go te Canada and get some cheap land, 
I write you the history of Mr. Dan McKay, who 
lived in North Dakota, sold his farm and went to 
Canada.

of the Kenosha factories today, but 
he has an incentive to work and if he 
is able to make good at the end of 
three years, he will be the possessor 
of a small fortune.

FINDS 2,000,000 ARE DOOMED 
BY TUBERCULOSIS IN 10 YEARS 


Health Officer Says It Is a Pre- 
ventable Disease, With More 


Victims Than Wars. 


ITHACA, N. Y., Oct. 12—“Two mil- 
lion people in this country will die ot 
tuberculosis in the next 10 years,” said 
State Health Commissioner Porter, in 
an address to the students of Corne!! 
University. He said no other disease 
produces so much_ poverty or distress. 
One-seventh of all deaths are due to 
this disease, he declares. 

“One-third of all deaths among aduits 
and one-half of all the sickness is due 
to tuberculosis. At the present rate of 
mortality from tuberculosis, in 10 years 
we shall lose 2,000,000 people. This is 
more than we have lost in any of our 
wars. In Prussia the deaths from this 
disease in a single year exceeded the 
loss to Prussia in the Franco-Prussian 
War. 

“Tuberculosis is: a preventable dis- 
ease. The state is aiding by spreading 
knowledge about. the disease and how 
it may be fought. Clean streets and 
escta | Playgrounds will do much in the fight 
on this disease.”

Police, Ends His Own Life 
With Back to a Wall. 


OTHER MAN FUGITIVE 


Facing Death From Enemy’s 
Revolver, Coward Holds ~ 
Lad to Receive Bullet.

Bareau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—A man who 


was facing certain death at the muzzle 


of a revolver picked up a 12-year-old 
boy, and using him as a shield, saved 
bis own life. The lad’s life was sac- 
rificed, and when the murderer realized 
what he had done he tried to escape, 
only to fall into a trap of his own 
choosing. Then he fired a bullet tuto 
his own head dying instantly.

The man who shot him and then com- 
mitted suicide was Henry Greenwall, 
of McKinley Square, the Bronx. , He

young Fischer lost his life, fled after 
the shooting, leaving the boy he had 
used as a.shield lying on the sidewalk. 
The police have no clue to his identity 
and it all happened so swiftly that few 


could ‘give. even a fair description of 
the man. They were too horrified to 
lift a hand until too late. 

Seized as He Crosses Street. 

Young Fischer was crossing One Hun- 
dred and Third street carrying.a pack- 
age of meat when Greenwall approached 
rapidly from the opposite direction. He 
stepped out of the man’s path when 
Greenwall was within about twenty 
feet of him. The child was near the 
curb when he felt someone from behind 
seize his arms and lift him from his 
feet. As Charles turmed he saw he 
was in the grasp of a man whose eyes 
bulged with terror. 

The man drew the frightened lad close 
to him, the top of the boy’s head being 
just below the man’s chin. The boy 
squirmed and kicked in an effort to free 


-himself and as he did so he looked up 


to see Greenwall take a revolver from 
his pocket and point it directly at him. 
Greenwall was then only 10 feet away. 
He held the revolver at the waist line, 
evidently with the intention of shoot- 
ing the other man in the abdomen. The 
revolver never wavered, but the man 
who was holding the frightened Fischer 
boy swung the human shield from side 
to side. 

As though realizing what was about 
to happen, Charles suddenly raised the 
package of meat and pressed it to his 
breast, just over his heart; theh, with 
a sob, he lowered his head and closed 
his eyes, as if to shut out the horrifying 
sight of the menacing revolver and 
Greenwall’s piercing gaze. At that same 
instant Greenwall fired. There was a 
shriek and little Charles was hurled 
from his captor’s grasp to the street, 
dying: The bullet intended for the other 
had entered his head just over the right 
ear.
